City's safety 
Ford has secret guidelines 
plan criticized 
for $ 2 8 billion budget cut 
during hearing

If the City of Lompoc’s proposed 
public safety element to the general plan 
had feelings it would have been offended 
by last night’s initial airing before the 
Planning Commission. 
Commissioner Robert Kranig said, 
“ I’m a little tired of state and federal 
blackmail.” this when he was told some 
of the consequences of not approving the 
state mandated document. 
Commissioner William Paulin took is­ 
sue with the frequent use of the word 
‘ shall,” to convey the degree of impor­ 
tance apparently attached to the city's 
implementation of the element. 
From the audience cam e criticism 
from Harley Craig, a local realty figure, 
and Ray Jacobs, a local property owner. 
Craig declared: “ I’d like to see the city 
forget all about these grants and forget 
about all this. It’s stupid ” Later he told 
the commission the element setting forth 
public hazards was “ a dream “ 
Jacobs declared: ‘‘You guys are going 
overboard ... I’m in agreement with 
Harley.” 
Urban planner Mike Kaufman, who 
was the key staff m em ber working on 
the element, and city attorney Alan 
Davidson explained the legal require­ 
ments facing the planning commission 
and the city council 
“ We’re under a 
mandate. The state says we ‘shall’ do it. 
We re a law abiding city and we’ll do it 
Kaufman read from a staff report he 
had prepared: “ The public safetv ele-

ment of the general plan is a safety ele­ 
ment for the protection of the com ­ 
munity from fires and geologic hazards 
including features necessary for such 
protection as evacuation routes, peak 
load 
w ater 
supply 
requirements, 
minimum 
road 
widths, 
clearances 
around structures, and geologic hazard 
mapping in areas of known hazard ’’ 


Davidson produced copies of govern­ 
ment code sections setting forth the legal 
requirements to have various elements 
in the general plan 
In the end the commission continued 
the hearing until the next meeting, 
which comes later this month. 
In other action, the commission did the 
following: 
— Told Ray Jacobs the staff was com ­ 
ing up with a plan that would permit 
building on lots less than the required 65 
feet in width as long as the total square 
footage of the lots met the 7.000 square 
feet standard for single family construc­ 
tion. Jacobs has a parcel 100 feet by 140 
feet and wants to divide it into two 
parcels 50 feet wide and 140 feet deep 
each The commission told Jacobs that 
he could apply for a variance in order to 
get building permits 
Meanwhile the 
staff is coming up with a plan that would 
solve the problems for about 30 similar 
cases. 


— Approved a home use perm it for 
Robert J. Santo to use the telephone in 
his home at 1805 Somerset PL, for a 
building contractor operation. However 
the approval will be held in abeyance 
pending Santo’s completion of state 
requirements

— Approved a home use permit for 
Mike 
Lippincott 
to 
conduct

locksmithing business in his home at 1009 
N. Lupine St. 


— Recommended approval for a rezon­ 
ing from R-3 to R-l, single family on a 
parcel of land fronting on Pine Avenue 
and between C and D Streets. The vote 
was 4-1 with Vernon Copeland dissenting.

Pacific 
Conservatory of the Performing Arts is 
not geared for profit, but the sum m er 
repertory theater earned $30.775.73 more 
than it spent this past season 
The ’74 season, on the other hand, 
finished with a deficit of $2,342. 
Regardless of the financial ups and 
downs of the conservatory, some tax­ 
payers may be interested to know that 
coilege district tax money is never at 
stake. Such funds are not used in the 
“ intensive 
vocational 
training 
program ’’ 
The big bucks needed to mount the 
five-production 
sum m er come solely 
from ticket sales, nonbox-office income 
(such 
as 
souvenir 
book 
sales), 
scholarship drive funds and ADA appor­ 
tionment (state money based on the 
average daily attendance of students 
enrolled 
in 
the 
PCPA program, an 
honors class.) 
This sum m er, for example. $42,551 was 
generated in season tickets 
In single 
tickets, the sale was $33,189 50 
The 
figure for non-boxoffice income was 
$6,160 22 
and 
for 
scholarship 
funds. 
$16.030 
The ADA apportionment was 
$196.000 
Production costs of $263.154 99 ate a 
fair sized hole in the season’s income of 
$293,930 72 
Expenditures 
included 
$91,211 10 for staff payrolls. $69.561 25 for 
student payrolls, $21.793 29 for sets and 
props and $19,566 25 for costumes 
A point that college president Walter 
E 
Conrad and conservatory director 
Donovan Marley are adamant about is 
that PCPA is an educational program 
not a com m ercial venture 
About this y ea r’s $30.775 73 “ surplus,’’ 
Conrad 
com mented 
last 
week 
1 
wouldn't call that a profit 
It simply 
means that the student theater produced 
$30.000 more in income than it expended 
It is a surplus.” 
He continued, “ The surplus goes into 
the general fund of the district There is 
no bank account or special category 
where in the next season the theater 
starts off with $30.000 
When a season ends in the red like the 
sum m er of ’74. the deficit is covered by 
student

money, 
although the conservatory has never had 
to resort to such funds 
There have been three deficit seasons 
in PCPA’s 11 years All were expected 
because of capital outlay costs in a grow­ 
ing college repertory theater and all 
were

The conservatory’s few seasons of 
profit have been small except for the 75 
season, which was completely unex­ 
pected

had 
budgeted 
conser­ 
vatively " 
Both Conrad and Marley believe that 
no member of the PCPA staff receives 
"unusual compensation" for his ser­ 
vices The 74-member staff of this sum ­ 
m er was paid $91.211 10 for two months’ 
work 
The directing staff of ten received 
$23,847 or about $2,384 each and the eight 
artists-in-reaidence got $20,117 60 Both, 
said Marley, are professionals who are 
hired to teach 
The 130 persons on the classified and 
student payroll earned $69.561 25 These 
jobs included publicity, costume con­ 
struction. set construction, lighting crew 
and acting 
Fifty-five students made up the acting 
company and they were paid $25.599 25 in 
scholarships. No one in the company is 
allowed to hold down an outside job dur­ 
ing the season 
Of the five plays mounted in the sum 
m er of ’75 at Hancock, the musical 
“ Oklahoma” was the most popular show 
with $12,130 worth of single tickets sold 


“ Guys and Dolls ’ followed with a $9,855 
single ticket sale The lowest attended 
show, “ He Who Gets Slapped,” earned 
$2.037 50 in sales 
PCPA. suggested Marley. could be a 
real monevmaker All the conservatory 
would have to do is mount audience pop 
ular musicals such as “Oklahoma

Canada sets wage-price controls 


to stop destructive' trend 


OTTAWA 
Canada (UPI) 
Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau imposed selec­ 
tive wage and price controls on a major 
segment of Canada's economy today, 
saying it was on a destructive course 
th e controls limit wage hikes for 
many workers to 10 per cent a year and 
restrict price boosts bv some corpora­ 
tions to their increase in costs 


“ This program of restraint is the 
heaviest imposed upon Canadians since 
the Second World War," Trudeau said in 
an 18-minute nationw ide address Monday 
night 


The guidelines permit annual salary 
increases of 8 per cent, but an additional 
2 per cent hike can be given for an in­ 
crease in a w orker’s productivity The 
maximum annual pay raise is limited to 
$2 400 


He said the guidelines apply “ to the 
federal government and all its employes, 
on 
the 
1 500 
largest 
companies 
in 
Canada including virtually every com ­ 
pany in the construction industry, and on 
ail the employes of those rom pam es 


The guidelines apply as well to all 
professional people 
such as doctors 
lawyers, accountants and engineers 
Government officials estim ated the 
controls would affect about one-quarter 
of Canada's work force The controls do 
not affect labor contracts and agree 
ments now in force, but apply only to 
new pacts

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford has given government department 
and agency chiefs secret spending limit 
guidelines aimed at cutting the feder»l 
budget by at least $28 billion and allow 
mg an income tax cut of the same 
amount 
next 
year. 
Ford’s 
chief 
spokesman said today 
White House Press Secretary Ron Nes 
sen told reporters the secret budget 
guidelines could not be made public or 
released to Congress now because “ it’s 
the only wav you can put the damned 
budget together “ 
Rut he did say Ford feels the Defense 
Department 
for example is guilty of 
some “ bad m anagem ent” of funds He 
said the ruts — ranging from funds to 
personnel - would touch virtually every 
department in government ‘ as far as I 
know ' 
The proposed cuts are Ford s answer 
to sharp Democratic protests of his de­ 
mand for a $395 billion budget ceiling in 
fiscal 1977 to make way for his proposed 
$28 billion tax cut 
The President will present his figures 
to Congress early next year in his annual 
budget message 
According to Nes sen. Ford and his 
economic advisors have trimm ed more 
than $30 billion from raw budget figures 
for fiscal 1977 He said Ford will harden 
the cut^ into a firm $28 billion before 
presenting the budget to Congress for ap­ 
proval 
Nessen indicated Ford will insist on 
the $395 billion spending limit and if any 
one department or agency gets an in­ 
crease it will be matched by a cut in 
another 
Nessen said Ford's drive for a $395 
billion budget developed this way 
In June. Ford put a $397 billion limit 
on planning figures for the 1977 budget 
He decided cuts must he made in the rate 
of spending and in the number of govern­ 
ment employes Budget advisers warned 
him that unless he acted the budget could 
soar to $419 billion even before it hit 
( ongress 


In early July, Ford met with his ad 
visers and made “ the fundamental deci­ 
sion for a tax cut tied to a spending 
limit ” Ford also said he wanted the $397 
target figure cut 


On Sept 18. Ford approved the $395 
billion limit figure and called for specific 
c u ts in each departm ent and agency The 
cuts were not so much cutbacks as 
reductions in the rate of growth of 
spending 


Last Friday, the department and 
agency 
chiefs 
got 
their 
spending 
guidelines Nessen said each chief can 
appeal for more spending but he in­ 
dicated that, for now. each boss will only 
be able to suggest where cuts should be 
made to keep within the suggested limit 


Ford’s proposed budget ceiling for 
fiscal 1977 actually would be an increase 
of $25 billion above the current budget

Dope trafficking scored

Santa Barbara County is 
fighting a losing battle against 
narcotics trafficking. Sheriff 
John W 
Carpenter told a 
California State Senate sub­ 
committee Friday 
Carpenter blamed the 
adverse tr^nd on “ ..ineffective 
programs, 
bureaucratic 
jealousies, 
failures in 
diplomacy, shortages of funds 
lax sentencing policies and 
mushrooming demand for nar­ 
cotics.” 
Carpenter told the subcom­ 
mittee that the county's 11- 
member narcotics task force 
“ is hardly adequate to combat 
the narcotics trafficking in a 
county where drug arrests have 
risen from .14 in 1965 to over 
1.500 projected for 1975, an in­ 
crease of 4.500 per cent.” 
Carpenter scored sentencing 
policies of local and federal 
courts “ Over 60 per cent of 
those persons arrested by the 
task force for dealing in nar­ 
cotics had been arrested 
previously for this offense and 
in most cases had only received 
minor sentences of confinement 
or had been given probation or 
parole 
Carpenter cited an example 
of the effect of lack of punish­ 
ment when combined with the 
lure of large profits in narcotics 
trafficking: 
there is a fami­ 
ly located in northern portion of 
the county that has been living 
there for approximately 
10 
years and has been dealing in 
heroin for the same amount of 
time. They are the main sup 
pliers for the entire north 
county and they deal in quan­ 


tities from grams to multi­ 
ounces Over the past 10 years, 
members of that family have 
been arrested on numerous oc­ 
casions. most recently in 1974, 
when the task force developed 
cases of sales of heroin and pos­ 
session of heroin for sale 
against several members of the 
family 
They were arrested, 
prosecuted and convicted in 
state courts 
The sentences 
were one year in county jail for 
selling 64 grams of heroin for 
one member; referral to the 
California Rehabilitation 
Center for selling another 64 
grams of heroin for another, 
and deportation to Mexico for a 
third member for selling 16 


grams of heroin ” 
Carpenter cited another ex­ 
ample in which two persons 
were convicted for the sale of 
one pound of cocaine 
One 
received six months in federal 
prison and the other received 
one year in a work furlough 
program 
Carpenter said the county’s 
coastline was ideal for smuggl­ 
ing operations and the county’s 
five rities were too small to af­ 
ford full-time narcotics units. 
Carpenter also talked bitterly 
about the practice of federal 
narcotics agents working un­ 
dercover in the county without 
informing the sheriff's depart­ 
ment of their operations

Inflation caused a 5 per cent 
reduction in the value of the 
average wage earner's pay last 
year, he said, and “ I don’t see 
that turning around ” 
“ The economy is not running 
as it has been in the past, then 
the (tax) revenues are not what 
they were and the impact is on 
you,” he warned the state 
employe group. 


Brown, who cut the legis­ 
lature’s proposed 8 per cent pay 
raise for state workers to 7 per 
cent this year, and has clung to 
his campaign promise not to 
raise general taxes his first 
year in office, appeared to ex­ 
tend the economy drive into 
next year 
“ I don’t see we’re going to 
need a tax increase next year, 
at least a general tax in­ 
crease,” he said, indicating he 
will oppose any tax increase 
needed to raise the salaries of 
public workers. 
Brown’s cutbacks may abol­ 
ish a number of state jobs, par­ 
ticularly in the transportation 
department, where a slowdown 
in freeway construction may 
eliminate the need for up to 
5.000 employes. 
“ Just because there are peo­ 
ple working there is not enough 
of a reason to keep the program 
going,” Brown said 


But the state should try to 
“ utilize the people it has,” he 
said. “ So if you’re in that 
department, you should be look­ 
ing around state government 
for

opportunities, 
if

Brown was the first governor 
to address the association since

WEST PALM BEACH. Fla 
(U PI) — Five survivors of the 
sunken Panamanian freighter 
Mimi have given statements to 
officials investigating the crew 
members’ role in the apparent 
murder of four West German 
officers. 
Unconfirmed reports have in­ 
dicated one of the five crewmen 
stabbed the officers in an abor­ 
tive attempt to take the ship to 
Cuba and then sank the vessel, 
but officials have refused com­ 
ment. 
Louis T Gidel, a deputy dis­ 
trict official of the U.S. Im­ 
migration Office, said the five 
seamen — four Indonesians and 
a Filipino cook — had given 
their statements to officials of 
his office, the F B I and the 
Coast Guard and each would be 
examined carefully. 
"We hope to have this thing 
sorted out and some conclu­ 
sions reached by tomorrow,” 
Gidel said Monday.

quoted a source close to the in­ 
vestigation 
as 
saying 
the 
murder of the four officers and 
the scuttling of the ship were 
the work of Indonesian crew­ 
man Gun Supardi. The source 
said Supardi reportedly stabbed 
the men and chopped open sea 
cocks below water lines to sink 
the ship 
Capt. Manfred Opperman of 
the West German freighter 
Lalli, which rescued the five 
Mimi crewmen from a life raft 
Saturday morning, said Supardi 
confessed to the murders and 
subsequent sinking 
However, 
the source said Supardi refused 
to repeat the confession to 
federal officials Monday. 


Gidel said the men were held 
in the West Palm Beach City 
Jail. 
Wilson Browning, head of 
Browning Transport Manage­ 
ment Inc., of Norfolk. Va., 
which operated the Mimi, said 
the crew told him Sunday they 
“ were trying to get to Cuba ’’ 
Gidel said he would not confirm 
that information 
The Mimi. headed for Guyana 
and Venezuela with 15 million 
tons of fertilizer, sank in the old 
Bahama Channel, 220 miles 
southeast of Miami, between 
Andros Island in the Bahamas 
and the north coast of Cuba's 
Camaguey Province

"This could be the break­ 
through we have been waiting 
for,” a senior bomb squad of­ 
ficer said. “ Every single detail 
of the bomb will be examined in 
the hope it will lead us to the 
bombers." 
The 
windowsill 
bomb was 
defused m inutes before it was 
to go off 
Monday night at 
Lockets 
restaurant, 
popular 
with governm ent officials and 
mem bers of Parliam ent. 
At 20 pounds, 
it was the 
biggest yet planted in bombings 
that 
have 
killed 
four 
and 
wounded 
m ore 
than 
90 
in 
London 
and 
vicinity 
since 
August. 
An alert porter, Frederick 
Warren, spotted a suspicious 
black satchel on a windowsill at 
the restaurant and alerted a 
policeman, who looked inside 
and saw the bomb. 
About 40 persons, including a 
member of Parliam ent, were 
cleared from the restaurant as 
disposal experts w ere called 
A police spokesman said ex­ 
perts w ere taking apart the 
bomb piece by piece to find 
clues as to who planted it. 
The restaurant, a five-minute 
walk from Parliam ent, is a 
favorite 
of 
governm ent 
of­ 
ficials, including the m inister in 
charge of Northern Ireland, 
Merlyn R ees. 


"A police superintendent told 
me the bomb was defused with 
only a few m inutes to go,” 
Lockets m anager Roberto Ca- 
prari said.

shoulder pain when he tried to throw out 
Roberto Clemente of the Pittsburgh 
Pirates on a routine grounder in 1972 He 
could not convince anyone he was really 
hurt 
Only after Dr Robert Kerlan operated 
was the bone spur discovered, and it still 
took 
years of alternated 
rest and 
rehabiiitation for Nolan to come back 


“ There was a time,“ said Nolan, 
“ back in 1974 when I really began to 
think the cards were against my having a 
long career I wasn’t to the point where I 
was heating my kids, but it was hard to 
joke around like I do knowing the joke 
was on me ” 
Similarly 
Wise, 
who 
threw 
his 
shoulder out pitching on a cold and rainy 
April day in the 1974 season, had his 
doubts about making it back 
“ I had never had an injury to my arm 
in my 10 years in the majors,” Wise said, 
“ and there’s always that prospect runn­ 
ing through your head that you’re never 
going to play again “ 
Wise had pitched a no-hitter against 
the Reds in 1971 and a one-hitter two 
years later.

What makes 'em tick? 
Prof. Karras knows

Through lenses as thick as his 
thighs. Alex Karras takes an owlish 
view of life and particularly of foot­ 
ball. the milieu in which he has 
spent most of his life. 
Dr. Karras, getting ready for one 
of his Monday night lectures on the 
phenomenon of men willfully hitting 
each other thoroughly dissected the 
species in a rambling dissertation 
He was importuned to analyze the 
psyche of “ homo jockiens” by job 
categories 
This came about because Alex, in 
a 
nostalgic mood, 
remembered 
when a Colt linebacker named Bill 
Pellington 
used 
to 
encase 
his 
forearms in a hard plaster cast and 
beat on Karras’ head: 
“ He knocked me out twice, so to 
make sure I stayed alive. I asked 
our center to complain to the 
referee about the cast. The center 
didn’t because he didn’t want to 
make Pellington mad. 
“ Guards,” he said, “ are the guys 
that when they were at home, could 
accept getting the stuffing kicked 
out of them by their parents. I have 
Georgie (his son) at home. He wants 
to get kicked once a month. Guards 
want to be loved. They are playing 
against 
killers, 
the 
defensive 
tackles, paid assassins. So they have 
this nicey-nice look.” 
He screwed his round face up in a 
smile. 
“ Tackles.” the discourse went on, 
“ are quiet giants. With a mean 
streak You can whack them around 
but you can’t hit them in the face. 
They 
marry 
very 
little 
girls. 
Charley Bradshaw, he is 6-6 and a 
lawyer, and he talks like tha-a-at 
His wife is 4-11 They have little kids 
who are never going to be more than 
5-3. 
“ Tight ends are frustrated backs. 
They want to be like Jimmy Brown. 
They want to get into the ball game 
actively and be a star. But they 
can’t run fast enough.” 
The phone rang to interrupt Dr. 
Karras’ verbal tour de force. “ It’s 
probably my bookie," he said. 
“ Where 
were 
we? 
Wide 
Receivers?" he asked rhetorically 
as he resumed 
“ They’re always 
messed up in school. They rely on 
their mothers. What shall I do?’ 
they ask when they have to pick out 
a tie When they get married and go 
into pro ball, they get stoned on 
their 
wives. 
they’re 
nerve- 
wracking. They chew gum and think 
the world is on their backs. 
“ Running backs usually come 
from well-to-do homes." 
“ Even the predominantly black 
backs?” he was questioned 
“ The fathers and mothers are 
both working." he pranced neatly 
out of the question. “ They’re diet­ 
conscious. which usually means 
you’re fairly intelligent They like to 
go to picnics. That’s how they 
started competing — at the age of 6 
They played games like ‘two people 
in a bag’ and hot water blue beans.’ 
“ The 
quarterbacks, 
they 
are 
wealthy. They got the only football 
in the neighborhood when they are 3 
He’s the guy who has the hip pads 
when he’s 7 
If you want to play. 
I’ve got the football,’ he says. 
Teachers love 'em. Why don't you 
do like Billy9' teachers ask the other 
kids. 
“ The 
quarterback 
never 
has 
problems He doesn't need a sum­ 
mer job when he's 14 or 15 They got 
a lot of girls, but they don't know 
what to do with them 
Dr. Karras turned his notes over 
and aimed his mouth at more sub­ 
jective territory, the defense, in 
which he had once specialized 
“ Defensive 
ends,' 
he 
said 
sonorously, pausing to let the words 
sink in 
“ I like defensive ends 
They’re smarter than defensive 
tackles They didn't put on a lot of 
weight They're quicker in the mind 
and body, more flowing muscles 
Thev get girls, too But thev'rea lit­ 


tle freaky. Even the southern guys 
get girls. 
“ Defensive tackles - the owner 
says to them. Here’s your money.’ 
But he never pays. When they get 
money, they crush it. They put it in 
their pocket, no wallet, and crumple 
it. They put it on a bar, they flatten 
it with their fists. Innocent as they 
are. they can kill. They’re all com­ 
plexes. All their life they’ve been 
hearing, Hey, Tubby ... hey, Fatso.’ 
They’ve been fighting since they 
were 3 years old. They hate society. 
“ The middle linebackers are the 
quarterbacks They want to com­ 
mand. They like to show their 
chests But they got skinny legs and 
try to hide it by padding them. When 
they take off the padding in the 
locker room, newspapermen giggle 
The middle linebackers are really 
macho. The dig the scene. They 
never have women. 
If 
they're 
married, they never take their 
wives out. 
“ The outside linebackers are con­ 
scientious. They’re good athletes 
and they always get A s and B's in 
school. Their minds are together. 
They’re not too heavy or too ugly. 
Not too many come from split 
homes. The outside linebacker is the 
most normal guy on the team. He’ll 
hurt you in a game but go to see you 
later in the hospital. 
“ The corner backs on defense 
never wanted to hit anybody. ‘I 
should really be playing basketball.’ 
he says, but he can’t dunk. I’ll play 
the corner and hope I have a good 
team in front of me. 
“ Safeties are sissies. They want 
the numbers and the ladies. They're 
looking at the sidelines all the time, 
checking 
out 
the 
cheerleaders. 
They’re all southern guys and pas­ 
sive.” 
Dr. Karras’ recitation would not 
be complete without a diagnosis of 
his favorite species, the kickers. 
“ They’re not athletes," he said 
pointedly. “ They’re from foreign 
countries. They don’t know if a 265- 
pound athlete is coming down the 
field, they’re going to get killed. 
When they find it out, we’ll have 
American syle kickers. Meanwhile 
they make football exotic. A lot of 
Bulgarian girls follow them." 
The doctor, who would continue 
his lecture more formally this par­ 
ticular Monday evening on ABC 
television 
in 
conjunction 
with 
Professor 
Howard 
Cosell 
and 
Laboratory Analyst Frank Gifford, 
admitted that his viewpoint was 
somewhat jaundiced because of en­ 
vironmental factors. First, it was 
influenced by his long association 
with football coaches. “ Coaches.” 
he 
said, 
“ are 
paranoid 
and 
stereotyped I had many clinical dis­ 
agreements with them They can’t 
teach 
me I have to beat up 
somebody.” 
Second, he grew up on a street in 
Gary. Ind.. where there were only 
ethnic minorities. 
“ To see blue eyes,” he said, 
“ what a trip We loved girls with 
blue eyes. But we couldn’t bring 
them home ” 
And 
the 
big 
hero 
of 
the 
neighborhood 
wasn’t 
a 
football 
player like Tom Harmon — “ he 
never came to our side of town “ It 
was Milan Sekulovich 
Karras mentioned that proudly 
because he now practices the same 
profession as Sekulovich. who grew 
up to become Karl Malden, an actor. 
Karras is now an actor, too, which 
accounts for his svelte new figure, 
the result of having lost 40 pounds 
(from 260 to 220) He did a serious 
role as George Zaharis. the husband 
of Babe Didriksen, in a two-hour 
television movie, “ Babe,” to be 
shown Oct 23 “ I couldn’t punch on 
horses all my life." said the man who 
played “ Mongo" in “ Blazing Sad­ 
dles."

CINCINNATI (UPI)-Som e­ 
times it’s difficult for one man 
to go up and tell another he 
made a terrible mistake, that 
he developed such an intense 
dislike for him it was almost a 
loathing, but with the passing of 
time he had grown much 
smarter so that where once 
there was this hate in his heart, 
now there was something else 
instead, something approaching 
love. 
Bernie Carbo, one of the 
Boston outfielders in this World 
Series, wanted to find some 
way of expressing his feelings 
to Cincinnati Manager Sparky 
Anderson, a man who had been 
a “ second father” to him for 
almost 10 years, only he didn't 
know how to go about it. 
He didn’t want to sound 
mawkish, maudlin or phony He 
wanted it to come out purely 
the way he felt inside 
Carbo played for Anderson in 
the Florida Instructional Lea­ 
gue, with Asheville in the 
Southern League and with the 
Reds for more than two years, 
and it always seemed to him 
Anderson worked him harder 
and way on his back more than 
anyone else. Anderson worked 
him so hard and so long 
sometimes, Carbo’s whole body 
ached 
and 
throbbed, 
and 
frequently his hands bled from 
continuous hours of gripping the 
bat. 
“ God. how I hated that man,” 
says Bernie Carbo, looking 
back “ He was always on me 
for something or other Look at 
your sideburns. They’re getting 
too long.’ he’d say. Or maybe it 
would be my hair, or my 
clothing. It was as if he was my 
father and I was his son 
Sometimes I felt if I did 
something wrong, he was gonna 
take away my license and I 
wouldn’t be abie to have the car 
anymore 
“ That's how it was with him 
and me in the minors from the 
time I first met him in 1967. and 
when he took over the Reds in 
1970. he brought me up from In­ 
dianapolis and it was the same 
thing all over again. He was 
always on me.” 


From a baseball standpoint, 
Anderson employed Carbo per­ 
fectly in 1970, Carbo batting 
310. driving in 63 runs and hit­ 
ting 21 homers to wind up 
National League Rookie of the 
Year 
The following spring. Carbo 
held out When he finally did 
report, he didn't play as much 
as the year before. Nor did he 
have anywhere near as good a 
season, tailing off sharply to 
.219. only 20 RBIs and five 
homers. 
“ I couldn't see myself sitting 
on the bench even though I 
wasn't hitting,” says the 27- 
year-old Carbo “ I didn't look at 
it from his side at all, only 
mine 
Just me. me. me 
1 
cursed him and said things to 
him I shouldn't have I forgot he 
had traded Alex Johnson more 
or less to give me the job. It got 
to the point where I didn't have 
any use for him anymore, and 
felt he was harder on me than 
anyone else.” 
Carbo was traded to St. Louis 
in May of 1972 for Joe Hague 
and the Cardinals sent him to 
the Red Sox at the end of 1973 
along with Rick Wise in the 
Reggie Smith deal 
“ I’m a father myself now and 
I’ve gotten much smarter.” 
says Bernie Carbo "I can see 
nobody else cared for me the 
way Sparky Anderson did He 
actually made me a big league 
ballplayer He’s the one respon­ 
sible for me being here right 
now 
“ I think I’ve done this man 
wrong 1 honestly used to hate 
him. but now I have a feeling 
for him that’s like, well. I guess 
you’d call it love I wish I could 
just go up to him and tell him 
I’m sorry for the way I acted 
the past few years. 1 only wish 
there was some way I could tell 
him ” 
The day before the World 
Series opened, after both teams 
had finished their workouts at 
Fenway Park. Bernie Carbo ap­ 
proached the Reds' manager 
out in right field and asked if he 
could talk to him a few minutes 
Anderson said sure, and the two 
of them walked toward a bench 


used by the groundskeepers and 
sat down on it. 


i've had something on my 
mind I'd like to tell you.” Ber­ 
nie Carbo began “ You once 
said to me. 
Bernardo, you 
think I’m always picking on 
you Some day you’re gonna

Q Has any pitcher ever lost more than 20 games in a season and 
then turned around and won more than 20 the next year, like Randy 
Jones is doing for the San Diego Padres this year? — I.G. 
A. It’s a rare occurrence, but Paul Derringer went from a 15-21 
record with the Cincinnati Reds in 1934 to 22-13 in 1935. In fact, he 
had two 20-game losing seasons in a row before tilting the tables. 
For his remarkable turnaround this year, Jones is being pushed 
hard by the Padres for the Cy Young award. No other pitcher has 
gone from 22-game loser to 20-plus winner in his first two full years 
in the majors. 


Q. Usually. RBIs are associated with home runs. In the past 20-25 
years, have any major league players driven in over 100 runs 
without having hit 10 or more home runs? — John Dockendorf, Cin­ 
cinnati, O. 
A. I’m not going to spend the whole weekend closeted with a 
record book, but right offhand I can tell you Dixie Walker led the 
National League in RBIs with 124 for the Brooklyn Dodgers in 1945 
and hit only eight homers. In 1950, George Kell had 101 RBIs for 
Detroit, with eight homers. Other fine old-timers who performed 
that trick, too, were Luke Appling and Paul Waner. 


Q. I recently heard George Blanda pick Otto Graham as the 
greatest quarterback of his (Blanda’s) time. Do you agree9 — E. 
B , Oakland, Calif. 
A. I agreed as long ago as 1966 when I wrote a book, "The Pro 
Quarterback,” in which I rated the top 10 of all time and had 
Graham No. 1. My rationale then was the same as Blanda s now — 
that Graham played 10 years and his Cleveland Browns won 10 
division titles (plus seven league championships). No other 
quarterback can come close to that success ratio. Big rap against 
Otto is that he never called his own signals. How many people 
holler about plays being sent in from the bench today9

Q Isn’t it time to admit that O. J. Simpson is the greatest runner 
of all time? — J K., Hamburg. N Y. 
A. Not by me it isn’t because I’m still a Jim Brown man. For 
sheer excitement. I think Gale Sayers was the most spectacular 
runner for a couple of years For quick results, you’ve got to give it 
to O J after that sensational 2,000-yard campaign in '73 But for 
sustained productivity over almost a decade of play, nobody has 
even come close to J.B., who may have been a shade slower than 
Simpson but was bigger, stronger and indestructible. 


Q Who’s going to be the top pick among the college players in 
the NFL draft for 1976, in your estimation? — P.T., Corpus Christi, 
Tex. 
A. It isn’t going to be those glamor guys like Archie Griffin and 
Joe Washington because of their lack of size And so much depends 
on the specific need of the team which picks first. My long range 
guess is either Steve Niehaus, the 260-pound Notre Dame tackle, 
for the defense, or Chuck Muncie, the brilliant 220-pound running 
back of California, if the scouts are convinced he won’t bruise easi­ 
ly 


Q When I watch the Monday night telecasts and the cameras 
focus on the broadcast booth, it seems there is always a tremen­ 
dous crowd of people around Howard, Frank and Mongo. How 
many do they use for those broadcasts? — R.L., Elizabeth. N.J. 
A The ABC network generally brings in, besides the on-the-air 
talent, a crew of 60 people, including production personnel and 
technical crew, for the Monday night telecasts. 


Q Between Jerry West and Walt Frazier, who stole more basket­ 
balls from the opposing team, and in your opinion who was the best 
guard between those two in the NBA?

The huge mansion, trimmed 
in teak and tinted glass, ap­ 
parently will remain empty for 
at least awhile, costing tax­ 
payers $105,000 a year for 
guards and maintenance, or 
about one-fourth the cost if a 
governor lived there 
It's not being used because 
bachelor Brown has shunned 
the grand living style of high of­ 
fice and refuses to move in 
And. the legislature has reject­ 
ed his requests to turn it into 
something else, such as a 
seminar center for state em­ 
ployes 
“ As hard as roofs are to come 
by these days, it seems a 
tragedy to let an elegant struc­ 
ture like that go into a state of 
abandonment," lamented Greg 
Lipscomb, deputy General Ser­ 
vices Department director 
overseeing the project 
At the ultimate suburban 
location, the Spanish-style man­ 
sion dominates a pastoral bluff 
20 freewav minutes from the 


busy Capitol The estate is 11 
oak-studded acres that extend 
down from the bluff to a sand 
island in the clear American 
River 
A predominately well-to-do 
neighborhood, rafters and cano- 
ers float past, teen-agers 
bounce by on horseback and 
golfers from the 15th tee of an 
adjacent course can peer up 
behind them at the the massive 
building 
The inside encompasses 
12.000 square feet, five times 
the size of a typical tract home 
in California It appears even

The new governor once talked 
of possibly moving back into the

nor's mansion where he spent 
part of his adolescence But the 
idea was abandoned as too cost­ 
ly and the structure remains as

friend. Michael Puffer. 25. are 
ready to go even though they 
have yet to make contact with 
the UFO cult 
Carrier said his readiness for 
HIM was due to its congruity 
with “ every important meta­ 
physical book” he has read, es­ 
pecially those by Edgar Cayce, 
Lobsang Rampa and Jane 
Roberts. 
Coleman, perhaps the first 
member of the HIM to bare his 
story to the public, told the San 
Francisco Chronicle that “ they 
(the Man and Women leaders— 
or The Two, as they are known 
to followers) may be from out­ 
er space, I don’t know. 
“ Or they could be crazy. 


“ Or they could know exactly 
what they're doing.” 
He explained “ My head has 
really been spinning since I left 
They scared us into a lot of 
things by emphasizing that if 
we understand’ and decide to 
leave (the movement), well 
never be allowed another 
chance...” 
He said that followers are 
told they must believe 100 per 
cent in The Two's capacities to 
die and then resurrect. After 
the promised event, full believ­ 
ers supposedly will be reward­ 
ed with a UFO dispatched to 
carry them to a higher plane of 
existence 
Coleman said this translated 
into a dull routine at HIM 
retreats in Oregon, which came 
down to cooking, eating, mee­ 
ting, meditating, and trying to 
recruit new converts 
Coleman said he came out of 
the spell of The Two when 
somebody smuggled some 
marijuana into the group's 


camp in Oregon HIM officially 
forbids drugs and other earthly 
pleasures 
He said the m arijuana 
“ calmed me” and convinced 
him that the trip was not for 
him 
He said he then just 
walked away from the camp. 
He said contacts with The 
Two were restricted to twice-a- 
day camp meetings. 
He said they “ lived in a tent 
like everybody else At times, I 
thought they were quite saint­ 
ly " 
He said he gave the $40 he 
brought with him to Oregon to 
the group, and that he thought 
others might have given more 
Coleman said HIM members 
were ordered to “ keep a steady 
working communication with 
members of the next level who 
are fathering you through the 
process.

Foreign-educated 
doctors seek 
U.S. employment 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - 
Three times as many doctors 
trained 
in 
foreign 
medical 
schools want to practice in the 
United States as did a decade 
ago. the world’s largest medi­ 
cal meeting was told Monday. 
Many of the foreign trained 
doctors are American citizens 
who were refused admission to 
any U S. medical school, Dr. 
Richard Warren of Boston told 
the 61st annual Clinical Con­ 
gress of the American College 
of Surgeons 
“ In 1974 there were 43,000 ap­ 
plicants for medical schools 
and only 15.000 places,” Warren 
said 
The four-day meeting drew 
more than 12,000 surgeons and 
an estimated total attendance 
of 25,000, making it the world’s 
largest medical meeting, said a 
spokesman for the American 
College of Surgeons. 
Many of the physicians fear 
increasing numbers of foreign 
trained doctors will strain the 
quality of U.S. health care. 
Warren and doctors William 
Holden of Cleveland and Harold 
Margulies of Rockville, Md., 
outlined a study prepared for 
the Coordinating Council on 
Medical Education (CCME). 
One-third of all doctors in 
training in the U S are foreign 
medical graduates, the CCME 
report .said 
“ In the past decade, the 
United States has seen a rate of 
increased numbers of foreign 
medical graduates three times 
as great as the rate of increase 
of the total number of physi­ 
cians in the United States."

" I’d like to believe that what 
you gentlemen did in space will 
be transferred to what our 
political leaders do on earth,” 
Kissinger 
told 
cosmonauts 
Alexei 
Leonov 
and

Kubasov and astronauts Maj. 
Gen. Thomas Stafford, Vance 
Brand 
and 
Donald "Deke” 
Slayton. 
"The relations between the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union are essential for the 
peace of the world,” he said. 
"Our countries have different 
ideologies and we sometimes 
oppose each other on specific 
political issues, but also we 
have 
overriding 
respon­ 
sibilities. Because it depends on 
our 
two countries 
whether 
there will be a catastrophe for 
mankind or whether there will 
be progress." 
The five Apollo-Soyuz crew­ 
men opened a two-week good­ 
will tour of the United States 
Monday with a news con­ 
ference. 
"This joint effort, I hope and 
trust, will he but a forerunner 
of what we can do on an ex­ 
panded basis — not only in 
space and science but in other 
areas," Ford told them.

Antibusing demonstrators took 
to the streets in unseasonably 
warm temperatures Monday 
night to hold small rallies 
throughout Jefferson County. 
Police reported "several" ar­ 
rests. 
The 11 p.m. shift of police of­ 
ficers reported early to back up 
the shift going off duty. 
"There’s a lot of teen-agers 
out, 
but 
there 
are 
some 
adults, too," Jefferson County 
Police Desk Sgt. Earl Miley 
reported. 
"But 
everything 
seems under control." 
Jefferson County police pa- 
troling the Pleasure Ridge Park 
area southwest of here reported 
someone fired a shot at their 
cruiser. The shot did not hit the 
cruiser and no arrests were 
made. 
Monday night’s demonstra­ 
tions were scattered, in sharp 
contrast to Sunday night’s when 
a crowd estimated by police at 
1,0(X) gathered a suburban Jef- 
fersontown shopping center and 
stragglers had to be dispersed 
with tear gas. 
About 22S blacks drove to the 
state capital at Frankfort, 50 
miles away, Monday to urge 
Gov Julian Carroll to take a 
public stand on the enforced 
busing of school children if 
necessary to achieve quality 
education. 
Carroll was not in the Capitol, 
but 
his 
executive 
officer 
Richard 
Lewis relayed 
the 
governor’s 
message 
that 
Carroll supported quality edu­ 
cation, but continued to oppose 
busing as a means of achieving 
it 
The group later returned here 
where they asked that the 
national president of the Coca- 
Cola Bottling Co. in Atlanta be 
removed from the board of 
Atlanta University, a predomi­ 
nantly black school

News confabs 
and the FCC 


The electronic news media 
is and has traditionally been 
saddled with a rather cumber­ 
some characteristic of doing 
business—the medium they 
use for the dissemination of 
their messages, the airways, 
are considered by the U.S. 
governm ent to be public 
p r o p e r ty 
and 
a re 
th u s 
protected from abuse by the 
F ederal 
C om m unications 
Commission (FCC). 
Part of that protection takes 
place under what is called the 
Fairness Doctrine, which is a 
rule employed by both the FCC 
and the electronic media to 
govern political access to the 
airways. That is, political can­ 
didates must be given equal 
time to express their views. If 
candidate X gets an amount of 
time from a network or sta­ 
tion, either radio or tv, then 
candidate Y, by law, is en­ 
titled to the same amount of 
time to express his or her 
views as well. 
The result of the Fairness 
Doctrine has been fairness, 
certainly. However, whether 
or not we, the people, have 
gotten all the news is another 
question. 


Additionally, the Doctrine 
has posed other problems for 
the media. For instance, who 
is a bona fide candidate in a 
political system which allows 
any number of candidates to 
run for office? At what point 
should a candidate fall under 
the guidelines of the P'airness 
Doctrine? What should be 
done about the incumbent, 
who, in the course of going 
about his business, has access 
to and need of the airways? 
Should his challengers, in a 
political year, be given equal 
time? And don't forget for an 
instant 
how valuable, in 


monetary terms, each mo­ 
ment of time is to a radio or 
television network. 
Obviously there are a lot of 
problems and questions raised 
by the Fairness Doctrine, and 
its validity is pretty much un­ 
questioned now. That it has, 
since its inception, restricted 
the flow of news somewhat is 
a l s o 
p r e t t y 
m u c h 
u n ­ 
questioned, which is why we 
are happy to see a recent FCC 
ruling relative to presidential 
press conferences. 
The FCC has ruled that 
presidential news conferences 
should not fall within the pur­ 
view of the Fairness Doctrine, 
and 
that 
presidential 
con­ 
tenders should not be granted 
equal time as a result of a 
news conference. 
We feel that the more a 
President, whether or not he is 
a candidate, opens himself to 
new sm en ’s questions, 
the 
more the people of the country 
will know and understand the 
operation of their government. 
For sure there are those who 
say the the mere exposure on 
national television or radio is 
campaigning, and they may be 
right. 
Conversely, 
when 
a 
President subjects himself to 
the som etim es probing ques­ 
tions of television, radio and 
print journalists, he is also 
putting himself in a position of 
doing what could amount to 
irreparable damage to his ad­ 
m inistration and his cam ­ 
paign. 
The possibility that a news 
conference would not be held 
because of the equal tim e 
c l a u s e of the F a i r n e s s 
Doctrine, we feel, has the 
potential for doing much more 
harm to the country than does 
a little more exposure for an 
i n c u m b e n t than 
for his 
challengers.

Army’s 'super trucks' 


Letter to the editor 


Dear Sir: 
The busing that has been ordered by 
the courts has been for the purpose of 
desegregating public schools that have 
been deliberately and illegally racially 
segregated Racial balance in itself is 
not and never has been the purpose of 
court-ordered desegregation and busing. 
What has been required is compliance 
with the Constitution 
Busing is one method of bringing about 
desegregation, and is not an end unto 
itself 
The NAAlT has a longstanding policy 
opposing the misuse and the distortion of 
the neighborhood school concept and the 
issue of "busing” in the North and West 
to justify and excuse separate white and 
black schools. 
The use of school buses is not a new 
phenomenon for public schools. South or 
North They have been used for decades 
to take children to segregated schools. 
Often, only white children had school 
buses black children had to walk 
There is no inherent virtue in having a 
black child sit next to a white child, as 
such However, where the segregation is 
found to have resulted from governmen­ 
tal action, then that separation makes 
the education “ inherently” unequal It 
has now been clearly established that 
practically all school segregation has 
resulted from governmental action of 
one kind or another The only way to 
make certain that Americans of color 
receive an equal educational opportunity 
is to put them in the same classrooms 
with whites

WASHINGTON - We have spent 
months, as part of our watch on waste, 
digging out the details of a $25 million 
Army boondoggle. 
When the military brass squander the 
taxpayers’ m illions, they invariably 
spend more millions to cover it up. The 
misspending, therefore, is som etim es 
difficult to trace. 
. The story is com ­ 
plex. Let’s call it the 
Anatomy of a Boon­ 
doggle. 
It 
b e g a n 
in 
December, 1968, when 
the Army awarded a 
$136 m illion m u lti­ 
y e a r 
c o n t r a c t 
to 
G eneral 
M otors to 
produce a flee t of 
“ super trucks.” 
To win the contract, 
GM h ad to m e e t 
operating specifications for a truck far 
tougher than the com m ercial trucks that 
the Army had been using. 
The generals were sufficiently pleased 
with GM’s offer that they ignored a study 
from Kaiser Jeep, which claimed the 
company could m eet all the performance 
specifications and still save the tax­ 
payers millions. 
Rep. John Brademas, D-Ind., and the 
General Accounting Office, quite proper­ 
ly. demanded to know why the Army had 
overlooked a possible opportunity to save 
money. So the Army in 1970 belatedly 
agreed to conduct comparative tests of 
both the GM and Kaiser trucks under 
identical conditions at the Aberdeen, 
Md.. proving grounds. 
A grueling, 30,000-mile test proved that 
the Army experts had already con­ 
cluded. Although the initial cost of the 
Kaiser truck was slightly lower, the GM 
truck not only was sturdier but cost far 
less to maintain 
The test results stated, for example, 
that the GM truck went more than twice 
as far between mechanical failures than 
the Kaiser model 
One Army expert 
called the GM vehicle “the best truck of 
this type I’ve ever seen ” 
Another Army analyst, who rode in 
both trucks, said at the test’s conclusion 
that the GM model was in “top con­ 
dition’’ but the K aiser model was 
“literally falling apart.” The Army ex­ 
perts agreed em phatically that GM had 
the better truck 
Thus vindicated, the Army might have 
been expected to go ahead with the 
procurement. But this was too logical for 
the m ilitary mind. Instead, the Army in­ 
explicably canceled the GM contract in 
May. 1971 
This was no simple m atter, since GM 
had already geared up for production. 
GM demanded and received $12.9 million 
for disassembling the production line

Another $12 4 m illion, which had 
already been invested in research and 
development, also went down the Pen­ 
tagon drain. The GM cancellation, in 
other words, cost the taxpayers a painful 
$25.3 million. 
For this substantial sum, the Army 
received 27 prototype trucks, a set of 
blueprints and some special tools of no 
use except for assembling the truck that 
wasn’t. 


Thus, the Army effort to produce 
“more truck for the buck” wound up. in­ 
stead. producing no trucks but costing a 
lot of bucks. 


But this, unfortunately, isn’t the end of 
the story. The Army is now preparing to 
spend $145 million for 33,000 commercial 
trucks. These are little different than the 
trucks that the Army in 1967 insisted 
weren’t adequate for rugged military 
duty. 


Inflation, meanwhile, has sent costs 
soaring 
So the Army must now pay 
about the sam e for the inferior trucks as 
it would have cost to produce the 
superior GM models. 
Army experts have acknowledged to us 
privately that the com m ercial trucks

will be woefully inadequate in the field 
The Army ordered these trucks with 
fuel-eating V-8 engines and 
automatic 
transmissions. The Army could have 
saved $5 m illion by purchasing the 
simpler six-cylinder model not to men­ 
tion the gasoline savings of 5 million to 9 
million gallons a year. 
An Army spokesman contended that 
the GM truck “ exceeded minimum 
requirements” and didn’t fit into the Ar­ 
m y’s “life cycle costs” budget. 
Footnote: The waste, which we have 
carefully documented, doesn't include 
countless man hours that all the auditors 
have spent investigating, compiling and 
evaluating data for the super truck that 
was never built.

Those who attended school board 
meetings a couple of years ago, wouldn’t 
recogn ize the m eetin g s now. The 
meetings are held in the evening hours in 
contrast to afternoon hours; there’s no 
smoking in the board room; there is a 
consent calender of of item s that are 
acted upon with one vote and the first 
time for it tonight; 


detailed departmental 
notes on curriculum, 
science and other sub­ 
jects are at the rear of 
the agen d a, w here 
they are provided, 
usually for informa­ 
tion only; agendas are 
printed on both sides 
of the paper; and the 
school board agendas 
carry an introductory 
proviso asking those 
who speak to identify 
th em selv es; 
noting 
also that a speaker’s time may be 
limited and while welcoming comments 
from the audience, making it clear that 
an item must be on the agenda in order 
to be acted upon officially. I think there 
have been a couple of noteworthy excep­ 
tions to the latter rule. If my memory 
serves m e, one had to do with a trustee s 
insistence that the board act on a 
problem that had been outlined by a 
m e m b e r of th e a u d ie n c e as an 
em ergency matter. 


The new collective bargaining act for 
school employes will have a profound ef­ 
fect on teacher organizations if current 
analysis proves accurate. Under the law, 
there would be a petition for an election 
to determine which organization would 
represent the teachers in negotiations 
with the school board 
Majority rule 
would prevail The organization that gar­ 
nered the most votes would be the ex­ 
clusive bargaining agent for teachers. 
That honor carries with it dues check off 
and other organization assistances. 
Lom poc’s som e 500 teachers are 
m embers of two organizations: Lompoc 
Education Association, until a couple of 
years ago, the sole representative; and 
Lompoc Federation of Teachers, an 
AFL-CIO union of teachers. Last year, 
the powerful nine-member Certificated 
Employe Council, top arbiter for teacher 
groups, was split, six members from 
LEA and three from LFT 
That was 
based on relative membership strengths. 
The school board already has certified 
LFT as an official employe organization 
and tonight will give its blessing to LEA 
as well as to the California School 
Employes Association. CSEA; and the 
A ssociation of 
Lompoc School 
Ad­ 
ministrators. 
LEA has been on the scene longer, has 
a larger membership; is affiliated with 
the 
California 
Teachers 
Association. 


CTA; and with the National Education 
Association, NEA. 
LFT is part of the local chapter of the 
California Federation of Teachers and 
that in turn is part of the American 
Federation of Teachers, AFT. 


The CSEA and the administrators 
group have a clear course to being 
selected to represent their members in 
negotiations, first genuine negotiations 
that have occurred in the approximate 15 
or 16-vear history of Lompoc Unified 
School District. Ten years ago or so, the 
legislature brought into being the Winton 
Act and with it the “m eet and confer” 
process. The school board had only to 
show it had m et w ith the school 
employes and “conferred.” With the ad­ 
vent of the new law in January, the 
Winton Act will go out of business. 
On the other hand, the new law has 
created a whole new ballgame for the 
L F T . 
If 
t h e 
p r e s e n t r e l a t i v e 
memberships vote according to their 
present organization labels, LEA would 
become the exclusive bargaining agent. 
LFT officials concede this, but are not 
conceding the election at this time. As 
one official put it Sunday, if each LFT 
member would get one new member, the 
tide might be turned. 
However, it is not all likely to happen 
If that assessm ent proves to be true. 
LFT would have a fight on its hands to 
stay alive. Organizational dues are ex­ 
pensive. If LEA wins the election, it 
would be tough for LFT m em bers to pay 
the expensive dues to both organizations 
To keep the local chapter active, LFT 
could reduce its dues to a few dollars a 
year, and thus hang on, biding time 
against the day when it could challenge 
LEA at the polls so to speak. However, 
all that is just speculation at the mo­ 
ment.

will challenge President Ford in the 
primaries for the Republican nomination 
next year. This has to be, to use that an­ 
cient cliche, the death wish. Setting 
Republicans against Republicans can 
only insure that the Democrats triumph 
in 1976 in spite of their own confusion and 
disarray. 


The prize dangled before Reagan as an 
inducement to end his coy reluctance and 
get into the fight is New Hampshire. The 
conservatives in that first primary state 
are just waiting, so Reagan is being told, 
to come out of the woods to repudiate 
Ford and embrace the former governor 
of California. 


This ignores the fact that the voters of 
the 
state 
rejected 
a 
conservative 
Republican, Louis Wyman, and gave a 
margin of 54 per cent to John Durkin, the 
Democrat, to fill the vacant Senate seat. 


Jockeying is now going on, directed by 
Reagan’s managers, to sidetrack Gov. 
Meldrim Thompson, the arch conser­ 
vative and ally of Publisher William 
Loeb of the Manchester Umon-Leader, in 
favor of moderate Republicans who 
would give a different look to the Reagan 
candidacy. But the basic question is how 
much the decision of 115,000 Republicans 
in that remote corner of the nation can 
mean for the future of the country and 
the Grand Old Party. 


It illustrates the absurdity of the state- 
by-state presidential primary system 
with New Hampshire as a prime exam­ 
ple. This is good for the political writers 
who spin endless speculations, for the 
motels and the rent-a-car agencies. Yet 
as a means for helping the voters resolve 
the issues in the troubled year ahead, it 
is doubtful to say the least. 


Reagan went into New Hampshire 
with the avowed intention of helping 
Wyman. He gave the stock Reagan 
speech, bracketed with a pat on the head 
for the senatorial candidate at the begin­ 
ning and a brief trumpet of praise at the 
end This was in striking contrast with 
President Ford who spent a day in the 
state speaking in 12 communities in 
behalf of Wyman. 
In a lengthy analysis of the Reagan 
candidacy. 
Richard 
Bergholz, 
the 
veteran political correspondent of the 
Los Angeles Times, pointed to one 
reason for his coyness. Once he declares, 
he will have to give up the highly 
profitable income from his radio spots 
and his column. 
Reagan is being heard over more than 
300 stations and his income from that 
source is said to be in six figures He gets 
at least as much from his column and his 
lecture fees run up to $5,000 an ap­ 
pearance. 
“They couldn’t go ahead under federal 
law without my consern ” Reagan said of 
his managers who have raised more than 
$300,000 
for 
his 
campaign. 
“They 
couldn't raise money without my con­ 
sent.” 
So he signed papers which technically 
at least made him a candidate But the 
Federal Election Commission has given 
him a letter, so he says, declaring that he 
is not really a candidate and therefore is 
not required to file reports. 
This mystifying, through-the-looking- 
glass posture will continue as he travels 
through 
the 
states 
of 
the 
south, 
southwest and west where his strength is 
said to be greatest 
President Ford has proved his own 
conservatism over and over again. The 
vetoes of Democratic spending bills pile 
up. the school lunch bill being the latest 
demonstration of the president’s deter­ 
mination to try to hold the line on a 
deficit of $60 million. 
Not of his making, that deficit will be 
the inescapable burden of any man who 
occupies the oval office during the next 
two years 
The issue then is not a division of the 
Republicans, but a split between conser­ 
vative Republicans. As the 14 moderate 
Republican Senators who called on Ford 
to urge him to consider their position 
pointed out. conservatives are not the 
whole party 
And 
for 
all 
Reagan’s 
smooth, 
television-honed rhetoric, they are un­ 
likely to determine the outcome of the 
election as the nation suffers from the 
worst depression since the ’30s
